As a resell of our investi- 
gations -we are o: the opinion that this city 
owns about one-fifth or one-sixth of the 
capita! stock of the company and is there- 
fore entitled to that portion of the balance 
belonging to the said company as the same 
appears npon tbe books of Mr. Emmett, 
being the sum of $S5.7ti3.05 as well as tbe 
unpaid dividend of $4CO, making the ap- 
proximate claim of the city to be about the 
sum of $10,COD. 


Unless further and very material evidence 


is disclosed tbe city has a right of recovery.

A= a matter of precaution we 
would recommend in tbe first place that a 
statement duly verified be presented to the 
executors of Emmett and that the solicitor 
be instructed to proceed without delay, to 
take the proper legal steps to recover what 
is due the ciry. 


The turnpike company is inactive; ell its 


treasurers are dead only two of the directors 
are living and they claim to know nothing 
about these matters. The solvency of Em- 
men's estate, we are told, depends npon 
pending letigatipn. Tbe collection of the 
claim is uncertain. We may not succeed in 
recovering and if we do set a judgment ire 


t be be able to collect, but a reason-
